Candidates trade barbs in 10th District 

Discussions about government spending, Iraq War dominate race

■ It could be a long election night for 
these two campaign organizations. 

Less than a week away from the 
election, it is anyone's guess whether 
Republican Rep. Mark Kirk can once 
again hold off Democratic challenger . 
Dan Seals, or whether Seals will be 
the one heading to Washington come 
January. 

Kirk, 49, is running for his fifth, 
term representing Illinois' 10th Dis- 
trict, and he cites his accomplish- 
ments during that time as reason for 
voters to re-elect him on Nov. 4. 
.. Among his actions during the last 
two years in office, Kirk cites his 
work to prevent British Petroleum 
from dumping in Lake Michigan; the 
establishment of an anti-gang task 
force in Waukegan; and the opening 
of a new Veteran's Affairs-Navy hos- 
pital in the county. 

Kirk voted twice for 'the recent 
bailout package that other House Re- 
publicans refused to support. Even 
though he said residents of the dis- 
trict were mostly against the package 
es, Kirk said he did what he felt, was 
necessary. , 

"I will vote to save your job, even 
if it risks losing mine," he said. How- 
ever, Kirk noted that he would have 
liked to make some changes to the .

bailout bills to make them less costly 
for taxpayers. 

"I would have made sure [the bail- 
out bills] were kosher, with ho pork 
in them," he. said. 

A supporter of the 
initial authorization 
for the Iraq War, 
Kirk said it is time to 
start bringing troops 
in Iraq home. 

; 'Wind up the mis- 
sions; bring one bri- 
gade home a month," 
Kirk said. . "Make 
sure you do it with 
care and precision, 
so we never have to 
do it again." 

Seals, 37, said that 
among his top prior- 
ities would be work- 
ing to create jobs in 
Lake County, providing additional 
measures to protect homeowners and 
addressing the national debt. 

Seals said the government will 
have to reduce spending in order to 
bring down the debt, a process he ac- 
knowledged will not be easy. After 
protecting spending on veterans and 
seniors, Seals said, cuts will have to 
be made.' 

"Every program has its set of 
backers. We have put ourselves in a 
tough position here, and we have to

^i^P^ choices,," he said, 
"There will 1 be some 
pain, but I think we will come out bet- 
ter because of it." 

Seals said the Iraq War was unnec- 
essary and supports-a withdrawal in 
phases over the nest 12 to 16 months. 
He cites the war's escalating cost and 
Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al-Mali- 
ki's support for a withdrawal as rea- 
sons to bring U.S. troops home. 

Much of the race has become cen- 
tered on Kirk's support, or supposed 
support of President Bush. Seals said 
Kirk has voted with Republican lead- 
ership in Congress 30 percent of the 
time, . - 

"Every budget that the President 
put forward [Kirk] voted for. We both 
say that we're for fiscal discipline, 
but he's not voting for it, Seats said. 

Kirk adamantly disagrees with 
Seals' characterization of him, and 
said that his voting record shows he 
is not afraid to go against his party or 
the president, 

"Dan Seals would like to be run- 
ning against George Bush, but in- 
stead he's running against me," Kirk 
said.

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Largest early voter numbers ever

With a record number of 
registered voters . prepared 
to cast ballots, it should 
come as' no surprise that 
early voting numbers across 
Lake. County are higher than 
' ever before. ' 

As of Oct. 28, more than 
64,000 residents, in Lake 
County had cast early bal- 
lots. Lake County Clerk Wil- 
lard Helander anticipates 
. the numbers to be even high- 
'er when, early voting ends 
. Thursday, Oct. 30. 

"We'll probably 1 beat 
70,000 [early voters]," Hel- 
ander said. 

With' record numbers 
expected, Helander said, 
the county prepared for the 
surge inearly voters with ex- 
tra staff' and computers. The 
county even sent a mailer to 
voters encouraging them to 
'. cast ballots early, and avoid 
potential lines on Election 
Day, she said. 

"This- process is going to 
take off a lot of the pressure," 
Helander sfiid. "If we had not 
had. those people vote, that's 
that many more people on 
Election Day. This is helping 
to spread out the service." 

Patrick Gallery of Liber- 
ty ville said he voted early 
at the county clerk, office 1;0 
avoid lines on election day. 

"I was surprised it was as 
busy as it was," Gallery said. 
"There's supposed to be big 
■ crowds on Election Day." 
■ Fran White of Waukegan,' 
said she has made of habit of 
voting early in order to avoid 
Election Day crowds. 

"They're very efficient," 
White said. "I voted early 
the last couple of elections." 

Despite some reports of 
long lines at the 19 early vot- 
ing locations in Lake County , 
Helander said she was happy 
with the process and with 
the performance of election 
judges. Even election judges

who are veterans of the pro- 
cess received a refresher on 
the rules that regulate the' 
voting process, she said. 

"Every judge was required 
to.be trained. We wanted ev- 
eryone to be up to par. If you 
only do it, twice a year, it's 
easy for [rules] not be fresh in 
your mind," Helander said, 

One last reminder 

While many voters have 
made it a priority to vote 
early, campaign organizers 
have made it a priority to 
make sure their candidate's 
name is at the forefront of 
everyone's mind. 

One of the most notable 
strategies is to make use of 
yard signs, particularly out- 
side early-voting centers, 

"The number of signs is 
growing. We have a lot in 
our front yard," said Avon 
Township Supervisor Shir- 
ley Christian of the Avon 
Township Center. "I think 
that's why any candidate 
ftutsa sign up there - they 
just want people to see that 
and reraerhber that name. 
It's one last effort to remind 
people that they're out there 
and would like their votes." 

Nancy Shepherdson, cen- 
tral commi.tteewoman of the 
8th District and chair of the 
8th District. Democrats and 
Independents, gives cam- 
paign advice to candidates. 

She said yard signs, while 
not the most effective way to 
reach voters, are about name 
recognition and at the end 
of the day can still generate 
votes.

"The most effective thing 
is always to talk to a voter and 
persuade them to put your 
sign in their yard, because 
that conveys that they sup- 
port you. And it also gives all 
their neighbors an introduc- 
tion to your name," she said-. 
"It's kind of an almost early 
viral marketing campaign." 

Park districts, forest pre- 
serves and.county roads are. 
off limits to campaign yard 
signs, Christian said. But 
private property is a huge 
venue for signs. 
' "If you can find a yard 
that's right on a prominent 
street corner, that's the best 
place to put a sign," Shep- 
herdson said. "Or if one 
house has a sign in their 
yard, maybe you'll try, to get 
the next door neighbor to 
put your sign up." 

It's not always the candi- 
dates who take the initiative 
to put up a sign. 

Doug Vehlow, a 60-year- 
old Round Lake Park resi- 
dent who said he could be 
called an independent voter; 
paid for a yard sign support- 
ing Chuck Baldwin- the Con- 
stitutional Party's candidate 
for president. 

"My hope is that by see- 
ing that [sign], this might

- Vehlow said the advertise- 
ment did pique the interest of 
his 18-year-old daughter. 

"I consider myself a man ' 
of principal," he said, "If I go 
down, at least I know I vot- 
ed for someone who would 

.change [things]. " 

Are they worth it? 

In some villages, yard 
signs have been defaced or 
even stolen, though it hasn't 
been a major concern this 
election, Shepherdson said. 

"As long as we have a sup- 
ply of signs, we just keep put- 
ting them back up," she said. 

Though candidates seem 
tp believe it's worth the last 
ditch effort to place signs at 
voting centers, yard signs 
aren't a main prior ity for cam- 
pa igns, Shepherdson said. 

"As the classic 'quote goes': 
signs don't vote," she said.

Button collection displays 
presidential race history

HAINESVILLE - She's 
got 33 buttons. 

At least two from every 
election year, Since 1896. ■ 

Talk about a collection. 

Hainesville resident 
Mertle Rosemeyer has beeh 
voting since 1940 - includ- 
ing three times for Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, she said. ' 

But the Independent 
said she didn't become in- 
terested in collecting cam- 
paign-buttons until her son, 
John, became old enough to 
vote -right around the time 
the voting age was lowered 

to 18. 

After that, the collector 
simply found the buttons 
to be interesting and full of 
historical nostalgia. 

"I didn't remember 
[Joseph] Lieberman ran 
for vice president at one 
point," she said while look- 
ing through her collection. 
''But here he is." 

For every single election 
year since 1896, Rosemeyer 
has two buttons - one for 
the Republican candidate, 
one for the Democrat can- 
didate - which she has dis- 



played in four overflowing 
glass frames. 

She said buttons were 
small enough to keep mod- 
estly, whereas other cam- 
paign material is too bulky 
to store. 

"That takes too much 
space," she said of campaign 
bumper stickers. "And whc 
wants to save bumper stick- 
ers? Buttons will keep - look 
how long I've had these. " 

Rosemeyer used to trav- 
el to every campaign head- 
quarters to Find her buttons 
each year. But this year has 
been more difficult. She said 
she called around, trying tc 
find out how she could get 
her hands on campaign but- 
tons for Sen. John McCain 
and Sen. Barack Obama. 

Last week, a friend final- 
ly sent her a' McCain but- 
ton, much to her delight. 

It put her collection up 
to 83 buttons. 

But for Rosemeyer, her 
collection is not complete un- 
til she adds an Obama button 
to her historical batch. 

"I'm hoping to' get 84," 
the 87-y ear-old said. "I don't 
know if I'll be around for the 
next election, but if I ani, I'll 
continue with them." 
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It's a fact.

With perfect season secured, Antioch focuses on playoffs

coach Brian Glashagel if he and his coaching 
staff are surprised with their team finishing'

; Although lie's pleased with the Undefeat- 
ed record, Glashagel said, the ultimate goal 
during the season was to win the North .Sub- 
urban Conference Prairie Division, no mat- 
ter how many wins it took. 

"If winning the division meant going 7-2 
'or 8-1, so be it; 9-0 is a bonus," he said. 
.■■-. A big part of the reason for the Sequoits 
success is senior running back Cameron 
White, who has tallied 1,360 yards on the sea- 
son. But Glashagel also points to the success 
of junior fullback Steve Lorenzini who sits at 
'. 940 yards, 60 yards shy of 1,000. 

If Lorenzini cross the thousand yard bar- 
rier, it would give the Sequoits a backfield 
with two 1,000-yard rushers. 

The contributions from White and Loren- 
zini helped propel Antioch to 369 points on 
the season, far and away the highest total in 
the Prairie Division. 
" With expectations high, Glashagel said!

distract his. team. The Sequoits are not 
strangers to high pressure games, with the 
team coming out victorious in marquee 
games during the regular season against 
Grant Community High School and Vernon 
Hills High School, he said. 

• "There's always pressure. You got guys 
that thrive on pressure. We perform bet- 
ter when there's pressure," Glashagel said. 
"This will be more of a regular week. Our 
whole regular routine is lik* a playoff rou- 
tine." 

- The Sequoits will host Chicago Harlan, a 
team that finished 6-3 in the Public League.

authorities.

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Dining Out on a Diet: Choose Smart Foods 



(MS) -Dining out at a restau- 
rant is a treat for many people 
in. this country, while for oth- 
ers'it has become a way of life. 
In a '.time-crunched society, 
restaurant-prepared and com- 
mercially 'offered foods offer 
convenience for people who 
simply are not cooking at home. 
However,, with larger 1 portion 
sizes and : a greater amount of 
sodium and fat, among olher 
downsides, eating out poses 
challenges for those watching' 
their weight. 

Consider these eye-openers 
regarding favorite foods at na- 
tional restaurant chains and 
popular eateries: 

• A restaurant-sized order of 
the Italian dish fettucini alfredo 
weighs 'in- at 1,500 calories and 
97 grams of fat. Almost half of 
the fat is saturated. 

• A typical order of fried rice 
from "a Chinese food take-out 
adds up to 1,480 calories. 

' • Choosing a Caesar Side 
Salad from Boston Market dish- 
e„s up more: calories than other 
seemingly diet-disastrous side's 
on their menu, such as Old-Fash- 
ioned Potato Salad or Creamed 
.Spihacn.i 

• Contrary, to popular belief, 
selecting a cheeseburger from 



McDonald's is a better option 
than the Chicken McGrill. The 
burger, has 330 calories versus' 
the chicken sandwich's 410. 

' When dining out at chain 
steakhouses, you'll want to pass 
on those batter-dipped fried 
onion appetuers. Most rank in 
around 2,130 calories and 1<53 
grams of fat, When choosing a 
cut of steak, opt for the filet mi- 
gnon, which is the leanest. 

• Shakes at the majority of 
the fast-food eateries, Including 
White Castle, McDonalds, Burg- 
er King, and Hardees, to name a 
few, are typically I.OPO calories 
or more. 

While it may seem it would 
be impossible to dine out and 
avoid destroying diet plans, 
there are techniques to consider 
that can keep you on track. 

.1. Make friends with broiled, 
boiled, 'or roasted foods. These 
are some of the healthiest ways 
■ to have foods prepared if you're 
calorie-conscious. Ask that oils 
be used sparingly if not removed 
completely. Simply dabbing 
meats that look like they may be 
a little bit more greasy than you 
would like with a napkin can 
also trim off a couple of unnec- 
essary calories, 

2. Fill up on the good 



stuff.Skip the unending bread 
basket and opt for picking on 
raw vegetables,' if possible. Ask 
to have a side salad (low- fat 
dressing on the side) brought 
when others are enjoying more 
fattening appetizers, so hunger 
pangs won't tempt you to in- 
dulge in something naughty. 

3- Don't be a member of the 
clean-plate club. Your parents 
may have imbedded the idea in 
your brain you that you must fin- 
ish alt of the food on your plate 
before you can get up from the 
table, but that rule no longer ap- 
plies. Restaurant portion sizes 
can be triple the recommended 
amount. For example, a 3-ounce 
piece of meat is portion size, and 
is roughly the sue of the palm 
of your hand. Ask for a cany-out 
container and Immediately cut 
your food in half and pack away 
the excess. 

i. Order from tht kids" 
menu, if possible, See if you can 
order that smaller-sized kids' 
portion, which is actually more 
aligned with the amount of food 
you, should be eating, If not, a 
lowerTat appetizer and a' salad 
may do the trick. 

5. Skimp on dips and dress- 
ings, Many condiments can 
add unwanted calories. Case in 



point, that creamy Caesar salad 
dressing can knock out any in- 
herent healthy aspects of the 
remainder of the salad. Don't be 
afraid to ask for substitutions, or 
simply ask to have' dressings put 
on the side so you can decide if 
it's worth taking the plunge. 

6, Eat a little before head- 
ing to the restaurant. If you 
know you tend to over-indulge 
at restaurants, fill up on low-fat 
snacks before you leave. Drink 
a tall glass of water and enjoy 
a cup of low-calorie grapes or 
some other fruit. You won't, 
be famished upon entering the 
restaurant, and hopefully, not 
tempted to order one of every- 
thing on the menu. 

7, Select sit-downs over 
buffets. The enormity of a buf- 
fet spread can make selecting 
healthy options - and keeping 
portion sizes in check - next to 
impossible, 

8, Make selections from the 
"fit, 1 ' "light, " or "sensible solu- 
tions" portion of the menu. 
Some restaurants understand 
the public's desire to eat right, 
They'll -provide a selection of 
foods that are healthy and of- 
ten delicious. So why not give 
them a try?
